REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



The present Amendment is submitted in response to the Final Office Action of 
January 17, 2006. Allowance of Claims 1-18, 21-28 and 31-33 remaining in the 
application are respectfully requested. 

In the Official Action of August 9, 2005, the Examiner found Claim 30 to be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form to include all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. In applicant's Response to that Office Action dated 
November 7, 2005, an amendment was made to Claim 17 to incorporate the limitations of 
Claims 29 and 30, Claim 29 being an intervening dependent claim. While the limitations 
of Claim 29 were clearly incorporated into independent Claim 17, the limitations of 
Claim 30 were inferentially included. By the present amendment, however, the 
limitations of Claim 30 have expressly been embodied into independent Claim 17 and 
thus Claim 17 and dependent Claims 18, 21-28 and 31-33 should now be found 
allowable. 

In a similar fashion, the limitations of Claims 29 and 30 have now also been fully 
incorporated into independent Claim 1 and it is believed that such an Amendment also 
now places Claim 1 and dependent Claims 2-16 in condition for allowance. 

In that this Amendment now complies with the requirement of form expressly set 
forth in the Office Action of August 9, 2005, it should be admitted and because it places 
all of the claims now pending in condition for allowance, a Notice to that effort is 
respectfully solicited.
